Senator Borah, Idaho, has already

Those who backed the first Borah 
proposal have expressed growing dis- 
satisfaction over the subsequent move- 
ments of the state department in fail- 
ing to carry out overtures which were 
said to have been made at the time.

The French invasion, it is admitted, 
caused halt in the proceedings, al- 
though the belief is helc by many that 
the reparations tie-up should have 
proved a stimulus to further Ameri- 
can activity on the part of the gov- 
ernment to ward off danger of con- 
flagration abroad. 

Scathing Criticism Due. 

Revival of the discussion of foreign 
affairs in the senate is expected to 
result in scathing criticism of the de- 
lay and procrastination which have 
marked administration proceedings.

So many inquiries have reached 
me in the past few weeks regarding 
the unavailability of an adequate sup- 
ply of powdered calcium arsenate, on 
the one hand, and of the efficiency 
of the so-called “molasses poisons” on 
the other, that I put the two questions 
side by side, and determined to in- 
vestigate the efficacy, in boll wee- 
vil control, of Hill’s Mixture, which 


most extensively exploited of the ar- 
senic preparations that use molasses 
as a binder for the poison. 

This determination was reached aft- 
‘er a careful survey, first, of the pow- 
‘dered calcium arsenate situation, 
'which I found thoroughly discourag- 
‘ing unless we can get the prepara- 
tion on the free list quickly, and 
‘import, in time for this year’s opera- 
tions, the available supply in Eu- 
rope, notably in Germany; and sec- 
ond, after I had ascertained that, aft- 
er all, Hill’s Mixture is primarily a 
liquid calcium arsénate preparation, 
carrying the same poison qualities 
that are carried by the powder, con- 
serving thtough a “binder” an enor- 
mous waste that the application of 
the powder necessarily and unavoid- 
ably entails, thus assuring efficiency 
with a smaller net quantity of the 
powdered arsenate. Therefore in this 
mixture I could see the possibility 
of providing, in a measure at least, 
against a shortage in the powder, 
whieh is threatening, and I don’t hes- 
itate to say is serious. 


I have been asked to investigate 
and pass upon scores of so-called boll 
| weevil remedies and control and al- 
| leged exterminating mechanical ap 
plianeces, but consistently I have re- 
fused to do so, not desiring in any 
sense to join into the commercial 
side of the fight against the weevil. 
Many—indeed most—of the so-called 
remedies have been, and are worth- 
less, and exploited for the one and 
only purpose of extracting money 
from farmers, already seriously em- 
barrassed by the ravages of a pest 
that has cost the south billions of 
dollars in the past few years. 

At the same time I have encour- 
aged every test and every investiga- 
tion possible, when constructive, help- 
ful ends were sought, and not simply 
fake or get-rich-quick exploitations, 
in order to help solve this great eco- 


‘nomic problem that is eating at the 


very vitals of the country’s best in- 
terests. 

Thus, when I saw men like Wan- 
namaker, president of the American 
Cotton association, and Whaley, spe- 
cial investigator for The Manufactur- 
turers Record, and others of that 
class, who had no.axes to grind other 
than to be helpful to the general 
problem of how to raise successfully 
under boll weevil conditions, had gone 
over large areas of territory where 
Hill’? Mixture had been apparently 
used, and had publicly expressed their 
conviction that this liquid method of 
applying calcium arsenate had proven 


satisfactory, I slipped off to Augusta, 
down into Burke countg¢ where the 
tests had been more general than 
elsewlrere, and looked over the field 
myself. I did not take Mr. Hill along 
with me either. 

In this article, therefore, I shall 
give merely the results of these in- 
vestigations. as testified to by farm- 
ers who said they had used the prep- 
aration. It was too late, of course, 
to gee the actual tests in the fields; 
but the people I talked with seemed 
to be honest and reliable, and I have 
no reason to question their state- 


ments.

I called on a Mrs. Wright, a 
widow, who made a statement some- 
thing like this— 

“IT produced the equivalent of 16 1-2 
bales of cotton on 15 acres, on which 
I produced three bales in 1921.

I talked to several small farmers in 
the same vicinity, and those of them 
who used neither the calcium arsenate 
dust nor the liquid, made nothing, one 
old colored woman talking for her 


husband who had gone to working for | 
wages, telling me they made enough | 


with one plow to pay the rent and 
have 300 pounds of seed cotton left 
for their part of a year’s operation. 
On the contrary, I found that those 
who had provided themselves with this 
mixture of Mr. Hill’s had made suf- 
ficient cotton to have a little money 


as a surplus.

Now, the situation is just this—and 
[ want to be frank and fair about 
it—I don’t know how this method of 
mixing up calcium arsenate into a 
stiff molasses liquid will succeed in 
different climates and under different 
atmospheric conditions. I don’t know 
by actual observation that these state- 
ments made me are true, but IL cer- 
tainly would not under any considera- 
tion say they were false. True all ot 
those I saw were in the zone of Mr. 
Hill's personal activities, but he is a 
high-class, progressive citizen—one of 
the leading men, I find, in Burke coun- 
ty, and he has the respect and esteem 
of the business men and the farmers 
of that county. I believe these state- 
ments were true, and that in that sec- 
tion, certainly, the method of applying 
the calcium arsenate as he has de- 


ing poison will help in making cotton. 

I want to emphasize what I have 
said time and time again, the use of 
poison in controlling boll weevil is 
only one of the essentials in growing 
cotton under weevil conditions. The 
plant bed must be properly prepared, 
the best of early maturing seed must 
be planted, the fertilization must be 
liberal, the cultivation must be inten- 
sive and continuous, and the cotton 
must be pushed by hard and intelli- 
gent work. The weevil must in the 
meantime be controlled by calcium 
arsenate, which is a proven poison, 
and as to whether it is best to use 
the arsenate in the powdered form 
or in the mixture with a “binder,” 
as Mr. Hill has devised, I cannot say. 
I am frank to say, however, that I 
think the liquid preparation has proven 
just as successful in Burke county, 
Georgia, as the powder. 

As to the cost of application, I do 
not know and most of the farmers I 
talked with had made six applications 
using-about a gallon to the acre at each 
application. I understood the cost was 
around 70 cents a gallon. If that is 
true I don’t see much difference in 
the cost of applying liquid arsenate 
and powdered arsenate, at the old 
prices for the powder. But the fact is 
powdered arsenate is going up all the 
time, and the Lord knows where 
will stop. At the cost of 18 to 20 
cents a pound I would say the liquid 
might be the cheaper. ‘The mixture is 
applied with a mop and therefore has 
the adwantage of adding no machinery 
to the farm equipment, and of course 
this is a saving and some considera-

Corn and oats rallied with wheat 
and as a result of news that contrary 
to earlier dispatches the Argentine 
corn crop outlook was still adverse,
